Water 

During  the  year  29  samples  of  vmter  v/ere  sent  to  tlie 
Laboratory  for  chemical  examination,  9 of  these  showed  the  water 
to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes.  In  addition,  40  samples  of 
water  v/ere  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  30  of 
these  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory^. 

The  most  important  change  in  the  v/ater  supplies  of  the 
District  was  the  completion  of  the  new  water  scheme  for  the  Parish 
of  Dor  stone,  This  scheme  utilises  water  fro..i  springs  on  high 
ground  and  supplies  the ‘Parish  by  grain. tation.  The  water  is  of 
excellent  q,uality  and  more  than  adequate  for  the  de.iands  of  the 
Parisho  The  works  were  carried  out  iinder  the  supervision  of  the 
architect  to  the  Council,  nr  > CYi\T,  Booth.
